The whole number of missionaries 

throughout the world, cannot be less 

than 584, to which we may add 394 na- 

tive assistants who are known to co-ope- 

gate with them, besides 100 more at least, 

whose services are not mentioned in ofhi- 

cial reports. Did these devoted labour- 

ers effect no more than collect 50,000 pu- 

pils for instruction, though it is probable 

they have collected nearly double that 

number, it surely can never be said, that 

they had spent their strength, and their 

patrons the funds of their societies for 
nought. Bat they have done much more. 

They have collected and established 

Christian churches ; and have received 

to their communion at least 10,000 mem- 

bers ; probably indeed more than double 

that number are at this very time thus en- 
rolled, if we could receive correct re- 

ports from every station. 

In some places the effects of the word 
preached, have been nearly as sudden 
and as manifest as in the days ofthe Apos- 
tles.—The plain, humble and most devo- 
ted Moravians, first reaped such a harvest 
onthe desolate aud barbarous shores of 
Greenland, as if expressly to show us that 
God is able to make the worst wilderness 
to blossom like the rose.

They love him, and they believe 
that he loves them ; and they give him of 
their income, and give without reluc- 
tance, what is requisite for his mainte- 
nance. 

View him next in the pulpit, and his 
people before him. Throughout the sere 
vice, love stamps her very features on 
his face, gives to his tones an inimitable 
softness, or solemnity, or pathos, as the 
varied sentiment demands, and imparts to 
his whole manner a gentleness, yet ener- 
gy, which, in union, find easy passage 
to the heart.

Warning to boys about climbing trees. 

A serious circumstance took place at 
Duxbury, on the 11th instant, which 
ought to be a caution to children who are 
in the habit of climbing trees. A little 
boy, son of Mr. George Winsor, about 7 
years old, was climbing a poplar belong- 
ing to Seth Sprague, Esq. opposite his 
father’s house ; when he had got up a 
bout 10 feet on the tree, one of the limbs 
on which he was standing, broke, shock- 
ing to relate, the boy fell on a picket 
fence near the tree, on his right side, 
broke in two of his ribs, which it is sup- 
possed penetrated to his lungs and occa- 
the air to proceed from under the skin, in 
such a manner, that in less than 15 min- 
utes he became swoler to almost an incred- 
ible degree all over his body and head. 
By an incision being made in his breat, 
giving the wind vent, he experienced a 
partial relief. He has continued, how- 
ever, in great distress, and hiscase is con- 
sidered very critical, though some hopes 
are entertained of his recovery. With 
all his anguish and difficulty of breathing, 
he was observed as distinctly as possible 
to repeat the Lord’s prayer on the next 
morning. without being requested by any 
one ; which very forcibly illustrates the 
influence of religious instruction on the 
minds of children. This child has had 
such instruction, and told his father when 
asked concerning it, that he was glad that 
he had learned that prayer. 


GOOD EFFECTS OF SUNDAY 
SCHOOLS. 

Extracts from the tenth Annual Report of 
the New-York Sunday School Union. 
Several new Sabbath school libraries 

have been established during the past 
year, and there are now fifteen, which 
contain in all 3668 volumes. Great care 
is taken to select the most approved works 
in morals and religion. In one report 
the superintendent says, “ that our libra- 
ry is not without its special benefit, we 
have convincing proof. The mother of 
one of our boys will ever have cause to 
praise God for it. The‘: Life of Mrs. 
Graham,”’ which her son had obtained at 
the library, was the means which God 
blessed to the saving of her soul. She 
has since made a public profession of re- 
ligion ; and we can truly say, she adorns 
the doctrine of God her Savionr in all 
things.” 

Thirteen scholars, during the past year, 

have given satisfactory evidence of a 

change of heart, effected through the in-

strumentality of Sabbath School instruc- 
tion, and made an open profession of their 
faith in Christ. ‘* Laying out of view all 
other effects,” says the report, ‘‘ which 
will undoubtedly be produced upon the 
minds of those who may never be brought 
to a saving acquaintance with the truth, 
these happy results alone bear the strong- 
est and most decisive testimony in favor 
of these institutions, and are enough ‘to 
animate every one engaged in this employ- 
ment to more humble, ardent, and perse- 
vering exertions for their prosperity. 

It is already ascertained, that since the 
establishment of Sunday schools in this 
city, 283 teachers, while instructing oth- 
ers, have by that very means, been them- 
selves taught of the Spirit, and delivered 
from the power of darkness. Ofthe num- 
ber just mentioned, forty-six have become 
pious during the past year. 

Another fact deserving of remark is, 
that forty-three of these teachers have 
left their employment in these schools, 
not to go back to the emptiness and vani 
ty of the world, but to devote their re- 
newed natures in the service of their 
Master in the gospel ministry, several of 
whom have entered on their labours. 


Anecdotes, illustrating the utility of Sabbath 
schools. 


The following is of very recent occur- 
rence : 


It was the practice of one of the teach- 
ers to visit in rotation, two of the scholars | 
every sabbath after divine service, and 
examine them before their parents, on | 
the lessons for the day. Its good effects | 
have been manifested in every instance, | 
but in none more strikingly, than in the | 
case of a boy whose parents kept a Porter 
House, which on the Sabbath day more 
especially was thronged.

It is often the 
practice of the teacher to put such ques- 
tions to his scholars as will be calculated 
in some manner to affect the minds of the | 
parents, and in this instance his labours | 
have not been withouta blessing. About | 
three months since, the boy came to) 
school with a message for his teacher, that | 
‘his father had shut up his house, and had 
determined to sell no more liquor on Sun-

day.’ His doors still remain closed against 
those who would spend the Sabbath day 
in sin, but no one is more welcome than 
he who carried the gospel into his family. 
The following occurred in a Sabbath 
School in a neighbouring town : 


the boys on the subject of religion; and 
told them that “ they did’nt see why they 
(the boys) could not be christians as well 
as themselves, and hoped God would not 
leave them.” This affected one of the 
boys, whose name was S. He was quite 
uneasy, and when the school was out, he 
went home with the girls, and requested 
them to pray for him, that God would give 
him anew heart also. They all went in- 
to aroom, and knelt down together, and 
one of the girls prayed: his convictions 
were deepened, and the next day he went 
with the girls to pray with them again ; 
and the third day S. thinks his sins were 
forgiven him. His father was a Univer- 
salist, and when S. came into the house 
his father was conversing on the subject, 
and remarked, ‘all men would have re- 
ligion in the Lord’s time.”? S. was now 
prepared to plead for his Saviour.-— 
‘* Father, (said he) don’t you believe the 
Bible that says, ‘now is the accepted 
time,’ ‘ to-day if you will hear his voice, 
&c.’”” He persuaded his father to try the 
Lord and see if he did not tell the truth : 
he begged his father to kneel down and 
he would pray for him: his father was 
quite deaf. 5S. crept close to his father’s 
ear and prayed in a most fervent manner, 
that God would have mercy on his dear 
father. His prayer was heard, and his
